Contractor's  Special  Fuel  Usage  Booklet  Now  Available 


The  new  booklet  provides  definitions,  record 
keeping  requirements,  and  revised  forms  and 
procedures.  A  few  important  points  to  remember: 

1 .  All  contractors/subcontractors  working  on  any 
city,  county,  state  or  federal  road  projects  are 
required  to  have  a  Special  Fuel  User's  permit. 

2.  All  contractors/subcontractors  who  have  a 
Special  Fuel  User's  permit  are  required  to  use 
tax-paid  (clear)  fuel  at  all  times. 

3.  The  individual  (end  user)  is  responsible  to  pay 
the  tax  on  the  fuel  used  to  produce  the 
aggregate  materials  used  on  public  road 
projects. 

4.  All  Special  Fuel  User  permit  holders  are 
required  to  file  quarterly  returns.  A  return  must 
be  filed  even  during  a  period  of  no  activity. 

5.  If  a  contractor/subcontractor  does  not  request 
refunds  of  fuel  tax,  the  only  records  that  they 


are  required  to  keep  are  records  showing  that 
they  purchased  and  used  only  tax-paid  fiiel  and 
records  proving  that  the  tax  on  fuel  used  to 
produce  aggregate  materials  for  public  road 
projects  was  paid.  However,  if  you  request 
refunds  of  fuel  tax,  you  are  required  to  keep 
records  proving  that  the  refiinds  of  fiiel  tax  were 
for  non-taxable  use. 

The  revised  Special  Fuel  User  Quarterly  Return 
form  now  has  a  check  box  for  contractors  who 
are  not  requesting  a  refund  and  do  not  owe  tax 
for  fuel  used  to  produce  aggregate  which  allows 
the  contractor  to  skip  completion  of  the 
credit/tax  due  section.

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The  Small  Business 

Health  Care 

Affordability  Act 

(H.B.  667) 

Providing  quality  affordable  health  care  for 
Montanans  is  the  right  thing  to  do.  Small 
businesses  are  the  engine  of  Montana's 
economy,  and  helping  these  small  businesses 
provide  insurance  to  their  employees  is  a  huge 
step  in  the  right  direction. 

Governor  Schweitzer  called  for  and  signed 
into  law  a  program  creating  a  purchasing  pool 
allowing  small  businesses  to  band  together  to 
negotiate  and  purchase  affordable  health 
insurance  for  their  employees.  The  program, 
fimded  by  and  subject  to  tobacco  tax  revenues, 
will  provide  tax  credits  to  businesses  that  are 
currently  providing  health  insurance  to  their 
employees,  but  may  be  in  danger  of  dropping 
coverage  due  to  the  high  cost  of  insurance. 
Most  significantly,  the  program  will  provide 
premiiun  assistance  to  employees  and 
employers  who  join  the  health  insurance  pool 
established  by  the  State  Auditor. 

For  CurrenUy  UNINSURED  SmaU 
Businesses 

Premium  Assistance  and  Incentive  Payments 
Participating  employers  and  employees  will 
receive  assistance  payments  for  a  portion  of 
their  health  insurance  premiums.  This 
assistance  will  pay  the  cost  of  an  employee's 
health  insurance  when  the  employer  has  not 
offered  insurance  in  the  past,  but  begins  to  do 
so  through  the  new  State  Health  Insurance 
Purchasing  Pool  created  by  HB  667,  or  a 
qualified  Association  Plan.  The  available 
funds  will  be  distributed  on  a  first-come,  first- 
served  basis.  The  purchasing  pool  Board  of 
Directors  will  establish  the  size  of  the 
premium  assistance  and  incentive  payments; 
these  payment  levels  have  not  yet  been  set. 

To  qualify  for  Premium  Incentive  and 
Assistance  payments,  employers  and 
employees  must  meet  the  following  criteria: 


1 .  The  employer  does  not  currently  provide 
employee  health  insurance  (and  has  not 
done  so  in  the  previous  two  years); 

2.  The  employer  has  a  number  of  employees 
that  meets  the  eUgibility  criteria 
established  by  the  program  rules  (between 
2-5  employees); 

3.  The  employer  begins  to  provide  health 
insurance  through  the  new  State  Health 
Insurance  Purchasing  Pool  or  another 
qualified  Association  Plan; 

4.  No  employee  is  paid  more  than  $75,000 
per  year  (owner  excluded); 

5.  The  employer  provides  health  insurance  to 
eligible  employees  as  defined  by  the 
program  rules; 

6.  Employees  meet  the  income  and  other 
eligibility  criteria  established  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Purchasing  Pool. 

For  Currently  INSURED  Small 
Businesses 

Employer  refundable  (annual)  tax  credits 
A  refundable  state  income  tax  credit  will  be 
provided  to  accepted  employers  who  currently 
pay  some  or  all  of  the  cost  of  group  health 
insurance  for  their  employees.  Additional  tax 
credits  are  provided  when  employers  pay  for 
insurance  for  the  employee's  spouse  or  their 
dependants.  The  available  funds  for  this 
portion  of  the  program  will  be  distributed  on  a 
first-come,  first-served  basis  until  the  money  is 
fiilly  allocated. 

To  qualify  for  an  Employer  Tax  Credit  the 
employer  must  meet  all  the  following  criteria: 

1 .  The  employer  already  provides  employee 
health  insurance; 

2.  The  employer  has  a  number  of  employees 
that  meets  the  eligibility  criteria 
estabhshed  in  the  program  rules  (between 
2-5  employees); 

3.  The  tax  credit  cannot  be  more  than  50%  of 
the  premiums  paid; 

4.  No  eny)loyee  is  paid  more  than  $75,000 
per  year  (owner  excluded).

Effective  with  the  January  26,  2006  Montana  Department  of  Transportation's  (MDT)  bid 
letting,  the  MDT  DBE  Program  will  begin  implementing  a  race  neutral  program.  This  change 
is  the  outcome  from  the  guidance  handed  down  from  the  Office  of  the  General  Council 
within  USDOT.  The  MDT  DBE  Program  Manager  will  be  looking  at  all  aspects  of  this 
guidance  and  working  with  a  large  number  of  sources  in  order  to  make  this  change  and 
implementation  as  smooth  as  possible  for  our  contracting  community.  This  applies  to  any 
furxJing  derived  from  USDOT  funds  subject  to  49  CFR  Part  26  passed  through  MDT, 
including  FHWA,  FTA  and  FAA  funds. 

The  ruling  does  not  affect  the  participation  of  DBE  condition  of  award  subcontractors  on 
MDT  contracts  ongoing  right  new.  Any  contract  awarded  or  executed  before  the  January 
bkj  letting  will  be  enforced  in  accordance  with  the  contract.  In  reference  to  the  contracts  that 
are  in  the  bidding  process  currently  MDT  has  removed  DBE  conditbn  of  award  goals  from 
contracts  to  be  awarded  after  the  decision  was  established. 

What  this  means  is  that  MDT  will  not  be  setting  condition  of  award  project  goals  on  any 
contracts  advertised  from  this  point  forward.  Prime  contractors  will  not  be  required  to  meet  a 
goal  as  a  condition  of  award  on  those  contracts.  However,  the  nondiscrimination 
requirements  in  the  selection  of  subcontractors  remain  in  place  and  will  be  enforced  by 
MDT.  Through  its  contract  language,  MDT  continues  to  encourage  prospective  prime 
contractors  to  affirmatively  solicit  quotes  from  DBE  subcontractors. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  court  ruling,  MDT  will  be  conducting  a  study.  One  of  the 
important  factors  that  the  9*  Circuit  Court  panel  included  in  their  decisbn  was  conducting  an 
anecdotal  study. 

If  you  are  a  DBE  or  a  potential  DBE,  continue  bidding  or  quoting  as  you  always  have.  We 
also  encourage  you  to  obtain  or  maintain  your  DBE  certification.

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Winter  Driving  Safety  Tips 


When  around  snowplows, 

CONSroER  TfflS: 


•  They  travel  slowly,  usually  25-30  miles  per  hour,  so  if 
you  are  behind  one,  you  may  be  tempted  to  pass. 
Before  you  do,  keep  in  mind  these  important  facts: 
When  driving  behind  a  plow,  you  may  easily  see  it 
ahead  of  you  -  after  all  it  is  a  large  truck  -  but  the 
plow  driver  may  not  see  you. 

•  Snowplow  drivers  need  to  concentrate  on  their  task 
and  the  road  conditions  in  front  of  them,  so  they  may 
not  spot  a  vehicle  trying  to  pass. 

•  Some  Snowplows  are  equipped  with  a  "wing  plow," 
an  eight-foot  extension  off  the  right  side  of  the  truck. 
It  allows  the  operator  to  clear  snow  from  the  driving 
lane  and  shoulder  at  the  same  time.  The  wing  plows 
are  hard  to  see,  so  never,  never  pass  a  snowplow  on 
the  right. 

Plows  aren't  just  removing  snow.  They  also  spread  sand 
or  deicer  on  the  road.  Leave  enough  room  between  the 
plow  and  you  to  avoid  having  you  car  peppered  with  grit 
or  sprayed  with  deicer. 

Motorists  can  help  ensure  a  safer  winter  driving 
experience  if  they  are  prepared,  alert  and  cautious. 

Winter  driving  checklist 

•  Keep  your  car's  windows,  mirrors  and  lights  clear  of 
snow  and  ice. 

•  Always  wear  your  safety  belt. 

•  Leave  a  few  minutes  early  to  allow  extra  time  to  get  to 
your  destination. 

•  Be  aware  of  potentially  icy  areas  such  as  shady  spots 
and  bridges. 

•  Keep  a  safe  distance  of  at  least  five  seconds  behind 
other  vehicles  and  trucks  that  are  plowing  the  road. 
Don't  pass  a  snowplow  or  spreader  unless  it  is 
absolutely  necessary. 

•  Keep  an  emergency  winter  driving  kit  in  your  car.  Use 
a  plastic  crate  or  a  large,  heavy  canvas  bag  to  store  the 
following  items  in  the  trunk  of  your  car:  flashUghts 


with  extra  batteries,  first  aid  kit  with  a  pocket  knife,  at 
least  one  blanket,  extra  set  of  mittens,  socks  and  a 
wool  cap,  small  sack  of  sand  or  cat  Utter  for 
generating  traction  under  the  wheels,  a  small  shovel, 
bottled  water,  booster  cables  and  canned  fruit,  nuts 
and  a  non-electric  can  opener. 

•  A  winter  car  kit  helps  ensure  a  driver's  safety,  but 
vehicles  also  need  attention  at  the  start  of  the  winter 
season.  The  American  Automobile  Association 
advises  drivers  to  prepare  their  vehicles  for  the  winter 
season  by  having  a  mechanic  check  the  following 
items:  Battery,  Belts  and  Antifreeze,  Ignition  system. 
Lights,  Flashing  hazard  Ughts,  Exhaust  system. 
Heater,  Brakes,  Defroster  and  Oil  level  (if  necessary, 
replace  existing  oil  with  a  winter  grade  oil  or  the  SAE 
lOw/30  weight  variety). 

•  Be  sure  you  have  good  tires.  All  season  radials  on  a 
front-wheel-drive  passenger  vehicle  are  adequate  for 
most  situations.  Snow  tires  on  most  rear  wheel  drive 
vehicles  are  usually  adequate.  Chain  restrictions  in 
Montana  are  most  often  put  into  effect  for  commercial 
vehicles  (semi-trailer  trucks)  and  do  not  usually  affect 
passenger  vehicles. 

•  In  poor  visibility  or  even  whiteout  conditions,  don't 
drive  faster  than  you  can  see  ahead.  High  speeds  in 
poor  or  no  visibility  can  lead  to  large  chain  reaction 
accidents.  Remember  you  can't  see  around  mountain 
curves  and  comers  either. 

In  addition  to  these  winter  driving  tips,  MDT  reminds  all 
motorists  to  respect  winter  weather,  conduct  a  pre-trip 
inspection  of  your  vehicle,  leave  extra  space  between  yoiu" 
automobile  and  others  on  the  road,  and  never  drink  and 
drive.  Of  course,  always  buckle  up.

DBE  RULE  CLARIFICATION 

Bidders  List  and  Its  Purpose 

The  Bidder's  List  is  one  metliod  used  for  gathering  information  in 
determining  appropriate  DBE  goals  for  upcoming  fiscal  years. 

Why  use  the  Bidder's  List? 

The  Bidder's  List  is  updated  annually  and  provides  the  DBE  Program 
Manager  with  accurate  information  about  DBE,  non-DBE  contractors 
and  subcontractors  bidding  on  Federally-funded  highway  projects,  such 
as: 

^  Firm  name; 

^  Firm  address; 

-^  Firm's  status  as  a  DBE  or  non-DBE; 

^  Age  of  the  firm;  and 

^   The  annual  gross  receipts  of  the  firm.  You  may  obtain  this 
information  by  asking  each  firm  to  indicate  into  what  gross 
receipts  bracket  they  fit  {e.g.,  less  than  $500,000;  $500,000-$1 
million;  $1-2  million;  $2-5  million;  etc.)  rather  than  requesting  an 
exact  figure  from  the  firm. 

^    Firms  actively  bidding  and/or  working  on  MDT  Federally-funded 
projects. 

When  do  I  update? 

Annually-  a  notification  letter  will  be  sent  out  to  all  firms  with  the 
appropriate  instructions.  For  more  information,  contact  Leslie  Wootan-

The  U.S.  Small  Business 
Administration  (SBA)  can  guarantee 
bonds  for  contracts  up  to  $2  million, 
covering  bid,  performance  and  payment 
bonds  for  small  and  emerging 
contractors  who  cannot  obtain  surety 
bonds  through  regular  commercial 
channels.  SBA's  guarantee  gives 
sureties  an  incentive  to  provide  bonding 
for  eligible  contractors,  and  thereby 
strengthens  a  contractor's  ability  to 
obtain  bonding  and  greater  access  to 
contracting  opportunities.  A  surety 
guarantee,  an  agreement  between  a 
surety  and  the  SBA,  provides  that  SBA 
will  assume  a  predetermined  percentage 
of  loss  in  the  event  the  contractor 
should  breach  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

DEFiNrnoN  OF  A  Surety  Bond 

A  surety  bond  is  a  three-party 
instrument  between  a  surety,  the 
contractor  and  the  project  owner.  The 
agreement  binds  the  contractor  to 
comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
a  contract.  If  the  contractor  is  unable  to 
successfully  perform  the  contract,  the 
surety  assumes  the  contractor's 
responsibilities  and  enstu-es  that  the 
project  is  completed.  Below  are  the  four 
types  of  contract  bonds  that  may  be 
covered  by  an  SBA  guarantee: 

1 .  Bid  -  Bond  which  guarantees  that 
the  bidder  on  a  contract  will  enter 
into  the  contract  and  tiimish  the 
required  payment  and 
performance  bonds. 

2.  Payment  -  Bond  which  guarantees 
payment  from  the  contractor  of 
money  to  persons  who  furnish 
labor,  materials  equipment  and/or 
supplies  for  use  in  the 
performance  of  the  contract. 

3.  Performance  -  Bond  which 
guarantees  that  the  contractor  will 
perform  the  contract  in 


accordance  with  its  terms. 
4.  Ancillary  -  Bonds  which  are 
incidental  and  essential  to  the 
performance  of  the  contract 

Eligibility 

A  contractor  applying  for  an  SBA  bond 
guarantee  must  qualify  as  a  small 
business,  in  addition  to  meeting  the 
surety's  bonding  qualifications. 
Businesses  in  the  construction  and 
service  industries  can  meet  SBA's  size 
eligibility  standards  if  their  average 
annual  receipts,  including  those  of  their 
affiliates,  for  the  last  three  fiscal  years 
do  not  exceed  $6.5  million.  Local  SBA 
offices  can  answer  questions  dealing 
with  size  standard  eligibility. 

Types  of  Eligible  Bonds 

Bid  bonds  and  fmal  bonds  are  eligible 
for  an  SBA  guarantee  if  they  are 
executed  in  connection  with  an  eligible 
contract  and  are  of  a  type  listed  in  the 
"Contract  Bonds"  section  of  the  current 
Manual  of  Rules,  Procedures  and 
Classifications  of  the  Surety 
Association  of  America  (SAA). 
Ancillary  bonds  may  also  by  eligible  for 
SBA's  guarantee.

The  Value  of  Values: 

You  have  to  Walk  the  Talk.  Values  are 
the  gold  that's  in  each  of  us.  Your 
employees  are  your  greatest  resource  - 
they  are  the  real  fortune  of  your 
organization.  Don't  just  talk  about 
values  but  practice  values!  When  you 
make  a  promise  -  you  have  to  deliver. 
Company  Values: 

1 .  Employees  are  our  most  important 
resource. 

2.  Quality  is  our  primary  objective. 

3.  Believe  in  ethics  and  integrity. 


The  Conflict  of 
Contradictions: 

We  say  one  thing,  but  unconsciously  do 
another.  We  judge  ourselves  mostly  by 
our  intentions,  but  others  judge  us  mostly 
by  our  actions.  A  contradiction  example 
was  a  company  value  of  "we're  all  in  this 
together"  but  the  company  had  special 
benefits  for  the  select,  such  as 
"Management  Parking  Only"  and 
"Executive  Dining  Room."  Another 
contradiction  was  "one  shot  that  missed 
the  mark"  symbolized  company  top- 
down,  limited  coaching,  once-a-year 
performance  appraisal  process.  This  was 
a  program  that  focused  on  production 
results  and  goal  attainment,  but  failed  to 
provide  meaningfiil,  timely  feedback  on 
teamwork,  quality,  and  people  skills. 
Another  contradiction  was 
"Empowerment"  with  a  list  of  hundreds 
of  work-related  decisions  made  during  the 
last  few  years  without  employee  input  or 
involvement.

The  Wonder  of  Walking  the  Talk 

By-The-Book  Rules 

Start  with  me  -  set  the  example  for  your  employees. 
Never  expect  people  to  act  a  way  unless  you  do  it  first. 
Check  that  your  actions  align  with  your  company 
values. 

Find  Others  Who  Believe  -  find  people  who  believe 
your  company  values  are  important. 

Show  Them  How  -  be  a  good  teacher.  Show  your 
people  how  to  work  by  the  book.  Your  training 
programs  should  agree  with  your  company  values. 

Do  Right  By  Those  Who  Do  Right  -  let  your  people 
know  what  you  expect  and  where  they  stand.  Look  at 
what  your  people  do  and  how  they  did  it.  Reinforced 
behavior  is  repeated  behavior.  Good  things  should 
happen  to  people  who  do  good  things. 


The  Came  Plan  *Say-Do  Behavior* 

1^  Play  by  the  Rules  -  Either  you  follow  the  rules  or 
you  break  them.  Point  out  when  someone  is  not 
following  the  rules. 

^  Don't  wait  for  someone  else  to  make  all  the  calls 

—  look  in  the  mirror.  Write  your  own  game  plan. 

^  Go  for  singles  rather  than  home  runs  -  Focus  on 
the  small  stuff  such  as  how  we  talk  to  people,  how 
we  conduct  meetings,  how  we  deal  with  people 
when  their  work  is  good  and  when  it  is  not. 
Walking  the  talk  means  doing  the  little  things 
according  to  company  values. 

^  Treat  everyone  like  a  top  draft  choice  -  see  your 

job  as  helping  them  to  be  superstars. 

^  Let  everyone  hold  the  trophy  -  winning  is  a  team 
sport.  Nobody  can  do  it  alone.  You  work  for  them. 
You  win  when  the  team  wins.  Everyone  shares  in 
the  glory.

Treat  people  like  you  want  to  be  treated.  Make  sure  that 
whatever  you  do  is  in  sync  with  your  company  values. 
You  earn  the  right  to  expect  others  to  do  things  by  doing 
those  things  yourself.
